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WHEAT OUTLOOK NOT SO 
BRIGHT‘TIN WESTERN CANADA 

Winnipeg. Sept. 1—A wheat crop 
of 269,000,000 bushels in Western 
Canada is indicated by reports from 
882 crop correspondents of the Searle 
Grain Company Limited. The figure 
is some 6,006,000 bushels less than 
estimated in the company’s last re- 
port on August 11. 

Average wheat yield per acre is 
set at 13 bushels in both Alberta and 
Manitoba, and at only nine bushels 
in Saskatchewan. The crop is report- 
ed 54 per cent cut and eight per 
cent threshed in Alberta; 83 per cent 
cut and 26 per cent threshed in Sas- 


-katehewian; and 93 per cent cut and 


56 per cent threshed in Manitoba. 

Acreage yield of oats per acre is 
placed highest in Alberta with a fig- 
ure of 32 bushels with Saskatchewan 
at 18 and Manitoba at 23 bushels. 
Bar'ev is exnected to yield an aver- 
age of 22 bushels per acre in Alberta, 
11 bushels in Seskatchewan and 18 
bushels in Manitoba.

H. J. Montgomery, M.L.A., has just 
completed a tour of the western por- 
tion of the Wetaskiwin Constituency, 
speaking at Treton, Antross, Win- 
field. Alder Flats, Minnehik, Pendryl. 
Norbuck, Wenham Valley and Knob 
Hill. 

Crops are good @1 through the 
district but somewhat backward on 
aacount of the heavy rainfall during 
the summer. Settlers, especially from 
the dry south are moving into the 
territory in large numbers and all the 
suitable 
be taken up and the government is 
being urged to survey and open for 
settlement the unsurveyed land be- 
tween Wolf Creek and the Saskateh- 
ewan river. Many miles of new roads 
have been opened up during the last 
two years in spite of the fact that no 
government support has been avail- 
able. It has all been done by the 
settlers ‘themselves, through relief 
work in part, but mostly by way of 
local taxation. A good automobile 
road now runs to Alder Flats about 
82 miles from Wetaskiwin, and to 
within a few miles of Wolf Creek. 
A good road has also been built he- 
tween Winfield and Norbuck and he- 
tween Antross and Breton. Some 
work has been done on the road he- 
tween Hoadley and Winfield and 
between Norbuck and Antross. The 
ovening up of these two stretches of 
road is sorely needed and when com- 
pleted will make a direct route from 
Hoadley .to reton. Its now mneces- 
sary to travel a very circuitous and 
lengthy route by way of Westerose 
to visit these two towns.

V. C. French, Publisher 


en Verdict Regarding 
Death of Albert. Suave 


After deliberating for 45 minutes 
following submission. of evidence last- 
iny five hours, a jury empanelled to 
inquire into the death of David Al- 
bert John Sauve, truck driver, on 
Tuesday night returned an open ver- 
dict. 

The verdict stated that Sauve 
“came to his death on Aug. 24th at 
9:30 p.m., approximately two and 
one half miles south of (Hobbema 
on the Calgary-Edmonton highway 
by being crushed by shifting lum- 
ber pressing him against the steer- 
ing post of the diamond T truck 
he was driving at the time of a col- 
lison between the said truck and a 
Ford coupe driven by Curt Smith of 
the city of Wetaskiwin.” 

Dr. E. A. Braithwaite, 
incial coroner, presided. 

Smith, the first witness, testified 
|that the road was straight and clear. 
'He saw the truck lights approaching 
for e considerable distance. As the 
truck got closer. its bright lights had 
the effect of blinding him. He dim- 
med, his lights repeatedly, but got 
no answering dimming from _ the 
truck. He also drew in close to the 
ditch at the roadside, sounded his 
horn and slowed down. 

Mrs. H. H. Greenfield testified 

‘that Mr. Smith had driven her to 
visit a sister at the Ponoka hospital, 
which they had reached about = 7 
Ipm.

Sleeping sickness is one of the. 
world’s growing diseases, | 

Although known for two or three 
hundred years, it is only since the 
Great War that this fatal malady has 
been reported of worldwide occur-' 
rence. Little of it was knowm in the 
United States, until after the‘flu’ 
epidemic which swept this country in 
wartime 1918. 

The cause is a_ specified virus, 
which has escaped isolation and iden- 
tification. The virus is invisible even | 
under microscopes. Its effects are. 
similar somewhat to those of infan- 
tile paralysis. Like the paralysis the 
sleeping sickness virus attacks or has : 
@ special affinity for the central ; 
nervous system. Paralysis and the 
sleeping pickmess, however, attack | 
different -areas. 

In one form. which produces pro- 
gressive legarthy and stupor the vir- 
us attacks in or about the third pair. 
of cranial nerves. This pair is one of, 
the large nerve channels. It controls ; 
the movement of the eyes. The 
sleepiness which gives the disease its | 
popular name does not, however, 
come from the fact that these eye 
nerves are affected. The stupor is 
induced. by general brain involve- | 
ment. 

The’ direct effect of the virus. 
upon the eye motor nerves is distor- 
tion of vision. The distortion is 
the “opthalmopelgia.” which is 
one of the names of the disease. Dr. 
Milton J. Resenow, one of the auth- 
orities on sleeping sickness, says 
that this ophthalmoplegia occurs in 
about 75 per cent of the cases. 

According to Dr. Rosenow, the 
mortality is high, the “incidence” of 
the disease low, but this incidence is 
growing slowly. He says that almost 
no other infection is so irregular and 
has so many different forms.

Speaking at the World’s Grain Con- 


ior assistant general manager of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, ‘is re- 
ported by the daily press‘as saying 
that the grain exchange is a neces- 
sary part of the grain trade organ- 
ization.

KILL THE GRAIN EXCHANGE? 
Dear Sir: 
We have not been informed 
whether or not the Dominion Govern- 


‘pegging the price of wheat on the 
; Winnipeg Grain Exchange, but it {s 
,a hopeful sign, inasmuch, that 
‘makes abundantly apparent that the 
gambling system of marketing prim- 
.ary products is unsound, capable 2f 
:manipulation, a danger to the econ. 
omic welfare of the nation and that 
the danger has at last been, by ac- 
tion, recognized. 

Whether the government has had 
a hand in making the regulation or 
not, it is a hopeful development, as 
it is likely to bring the system to an 
end, for the predatory interests will 
not be able to take tolls unless the 
market can be manipulated in both 
directions. Under present conditions, 
brought about by a colossal world 
wheat surplus, coupled with an inter- 
national agreement which definitely 
limits the amount of wheat which 
may be exported, there will be no 
inducement ¥or speculators to oper- 
ate. Wien the export quota of wheat 
is reached there will be no effective 
lemand. Speculators don’t buy unless 
they know that they can resell. 
Then, the Grain Exchange will cease 
to funation. Permanently, it is to 
be hoped. 

Western Canada is being brought 
to the same sadly low economic con- 
dition as obtains in distressed Cuba, 
and by the same process of destruc- 
Loans were 
made to sugar planters on the basis 
of inflated war-time sugar prices. 
These led to a great increase of pro- 


| 


duction, while speculators in New 
York loaded themselves up with 
much of the current surplus, while 
the price was soaring upward: as 


did everyone else who dealt in sugar 
to sav nothing of private individuals, 
When the bubble burst sugar dropped 
from 22 cents a pound to a fraction of 
one cent. At the present time the 
great financial interests of the Unit- 
ed tates are masters of the Cuban 
sugar inudstry. Sugar mills have 
been reduced in’ number from 2.000 
to 200. Most of the former plantation 
owners are working for wages 9 an 
land they once called their own.

Once when the United Grain 
Growers, agd later when the Wheat 
Pools, were forced into the Grain 
Exchange, because they could not 
otherwise obtain the necessary funds 
with which to finance the handling 
of the crops marketed through them. 
The whole industry has been saved 
for the specllative wolves to fatten 
upon. They care not for the general 
welfare of the country so iong as 
they can continue to fatten their own 
bank accounts and to satisfactorily 
feed the financial hierarchy that sits 
in with them in the game. 


Control of the market system 
gives finance all the power it needs 
to profit hugely, and so long as sur- 
pluses are released for speculators 
to play with, so long will agriculture 
remain on the edge of bankruptcy, 
for it is profitable to finance to keep 
it in that condition; though at the 
moment the conditions are somewhat 
worse than was intended.

BIBLE ACADEMY BOARD 


A very important meeting of the 
Board of Control of the Alberta Bap- 
tist Bible Academy is to be held Sat- 
urday afternoon, September 9th, at 
2p.m., at the Academy building in 
Wetaskiwin. The new program which 
was adopted by the Swedish Baptist 
Conference on Jmly 9th, has hbeen 
developing much more rapid)y than 
had been anticipated, as a conse- 
quence of whicl a number of ques 
tions are up for consideration now. 

Perhaps the most important is the 
necessity of having two terms this 
winter instead of one. When the 
new plans were adopted, it was esti- 
mated there would be an attendance 
of about fifty students. The Academy 
building can be so arranged as 
furnish dining room and _ recitation 
room space for that number, and 
dormitory space for half that many 
girls. It was then planned to rent one 
or more. buildings for dormitories 
for about twenty-five bovs. Since 
thet plan was approved, however, Dr. 
York, the new Principal. has received 


ninety-two isigned ‘applications ‘for 
enrolment. And there are still some 
months yet until the opening of

GOVERNME

unable to finance their schools on 
their own responsibility may borrow 
sufficient money upon government 
guarantee. In spite of this govern- 
ment assistance, certain of the mun- 
icipal districts who already owe 
large sums to the banks for school 
purposes, hesitate to borrow further. 
Unless these municipalities abandon 
their present attitude and accept 
government assistance, it is expected 
that a number of schools ti M. D. 
Hand Hills will not open this term. 
M. D. Hiram also faces a similar 
condition. 


CANADIAN WOOL 
CONSIGNMENTS 

In response to the advice and 
efforts of the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers Ltd., the loyalty and 
appreciation of sheep owners is 
shown by the fact that the range 
area of Southern Alberta has con- 
tributed for co-operative grading and 
sale over 1,650,000 pounds (66 car 
loads) of wool this year. The Eastern 
Alberta Wool Growers’ Association at 
Henne has already sent forward some 
110,000 pounds and the _ Association 
at Calgary reports approximately 
150,000 against $0,000 a year ago. 
The range area in Southern Sask- 
atchewan has contributed 386,000 (13 
car loads) in comparison with 350,- 
000 in 1932. All other Western dis- 
tricts are either holding their own or 
showing slight increases, and it Is 
evident that well over 3,000,000 
pounds of western wool will be hand- 
led either at Weston, Ontario, or 
New Westminster, B.C. A _ similarly 
satisfactory showing is recorded by 
Eastern Provinces. 


OLD BEVERAGE 


TEA IS 

Tea was known losg before’ the 
beginning of the Christian era, and 
though by the thirteenth century it 
was a universal drink in China it 
was not until nearly four hundred 
years later thet Europe’ began to 
hear of tea through the Portugese 
apd the Dutch.

MUST PREVENT TERRIBLE WAR 


Calgary. Sept. 2.—World-wide war 
of undreamed horror and immensity 
is preventable only by far-sighted 
statesmanship of leaders of various 
nations, Dr. Hu Shih, leader of the 
Chinese delegation at the recent In- 
stute of Pacific Relations  confer- 
ence at Banff, declared Friday on his 
arrival here. 

Fhree points of international sig- 
nificance must be considered by the 
nations, Dr. Hu Shih said in com- 
menting on the Sino-Japanese _ sit- 
uation. First, resentment and hatred 
on the part of the Chinese against 
the Japanese on account of Japan’s 
actions during the past two years. 
Second, military jictatorshipin Japan 
at present has retarded progress; 
third, Japan has flouted all interna- 
tional machinery set up in the cause 
of peace. 

“All peace machinery of the na- 
tions has been swept aside by the 
action of militarists in Japan,” Dr. 


Wu Shih said. “As a result, each 
naticn is forced to fall back on its 
own military forees as no_ substi- 


tute is being offered in place af the 
scrapped peace machinery. 

“Tf there is no wise statesman- 
ship to remedy the situation and 
forestall some cf the potential dan- 
rers, there is everv possibility of a 
recurrence in a much more devast- 
ating end embracing manner of the 
horrors the world witneqsed 19 
years ago. Only far-sighted states- 
manship can prevent world conflict.” 


A sad shooting fatality took place 
on Tuesday about noon, when Gor- 
don, third son of Mr. and Mrs. Allan 
Crawford residing’ three miles west of 
Ponoka, lost his life. A brother was 
about to use the .22 rifle, and had 
laid it upon the table when another 
brother stepped up and pulled the 
trigger, the bullet striking Gordon in 
the forehead.—Ponoka Herald

FORESTALLNG THE CUTWORM: 


A warning has been issued by the 
Entomological Branch, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, that the 
conditions this spring in certain 
areas of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
west of a line drawn north and south 
through Regina, have been such that 
a more extensive outbreak of the! 
pale western cutworm may be ex- 
pected next year. The adult of the 
pale western cutworm is a_ grayish] 
moth which begins to fly and lay its 
eggs from the first of August to the | 
fiffenth of September. During that| 
tme any land that is being cultivat-. 
ed, pastured, harvested. or distribut-; 
ed in any way. is likely to receive! 
eges end he infested next spring. It 
is the opinion of the Entomological 
Branch that, since the eggs are laid, 
only on loose soil, any field being, 
summerfallowed should be kept free| 


from weeds and then ‘eft entirely 
urdisturhed nutil after September 
15th. It is also urged that land 
which is harvested hetween August 


1 and September 15 be not seeded 
next spring until it is known defin- 
itely that no cutworms are present. 

Calgary, Sept. 2—August was the 
wettest month of the summer in this 
district and the wettest August in 
the past 10 years, with one excep- 
tion, according to records at the city 
laboratory. <A total of 2.69 inches of 
rainfall was recorded for the month 
August, 1926, had a fall of 4.5° 
inches.

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HELP FOR THE HOUSEKEEPERS 


At no time in the history of Can- 
ada has wise expenditure of money 
by the housekeeper been more nec- 
essary than it is today. As every 
woman knows, in order to obtain 
the highest food value and to ensure 
health when food money is limited, 
the housekeeper must have a special 
knowledge of the foods that will 
best supply the needs of the family 
at lowest cost. It is to meet this 
problem of the harassed keeper of 
the home that the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture has issued 
a pamphlet on healthful meals at 
low cost, written by the dietetic 
experts, Edith L. Elliott and Laura 
C. Pepper. 

Among the many helpful hints is 
a schedule of the minimum food

two years of age at 13 cents per day | — 


per person, or '2 total expenditure of 
$4.65 per iweek. Adjustments, of 
course, may be necessary as- priccs 
vary as to locality, but the principle 
remains the same. This food sup- 


ply is aimed to meet emergency 
needs such as .are_ unfortunately 
prevalent «among that part of the 


population which is living danger- 
ously near, or even under, the line 
of bare subsistence. The pamphlet 
is meant to apply to them, and, in- 
cidentally, should prove cf great 
value to social service workers and 
public health officials. 


The mystery of the word  vita- 
mines is dispelled in language so 
simple that the youngest child 
would understand, the shibboleths
